All Conscripted Men Will Be Demo- 
- bilized Before May 1 
Conscription in Great Britain is to 
be abolished at the end of March, 
according to an announcement made 
by Winston Churchill, British Minis- 
ter of War, in the House of Com- 
mons. This means that all conscript- 
ed men will be demobilized before 
May 1 at the latest. After that date 
the British army force will number 
about 220,000 exclusive of Indian 
troops. Any further reduction is im- 
probable at present, owing to condi- 
tions in Palestine and Mesopotamia, 
The Minister of War has cstimat- 
ed that 35,000 men will be required 
to keep order in Ireland, where only 
25,000 were: stationed before the war.
